Laws part 
families at 
Christmas

Hundreds of British children 
are spending their Christmas 
holidays separated from their 
fathers by immigration rules 
which are causing Conservative 
backbench MPs to become 
increasingly uneasy. 

The children are innoceit 
victims of the “primary Ppur- 
pose” which prohibits the entry 
to Britain of men judged by 
immigratin officials to have 
married in order 1o gain the 
right to settlement here. 

Mr Trevor Skeet. Conserva- 
tive MP for north Bedfordshire, 
says it is an impossible matter 
1o prove, How can anyone judge 
which of several reasons for a 
marriage is the main one, he 
asks. Immigratin officials, he 
says. twist lhe answers 1o 
questions posed under the rule 
10o suit their own convenience. 


The British Council of 
Churches is urging the Govern- 
ment 1o end such separation of 
families by bringing immi- 
e rules into line with EEC 
law. 

Husbands or wives of EEC 
nationals working in another 
member state are allowed to 
join their spouses, irrespective 
of, their own citizenship. In 
Britain, men can bring in their 
foreign wives, but women are 
prevented from bringing in their 
husbands by the “primary 
purpose” rulc. 

Mr Skecı says it is unreason- 
able to expect women who have 
lived in Britain since childhood, 
acquired permanent settlement 
and have become westernized 
lo move to another country if 
they marry men without rights 
to enter Bnlain. 

He also backs a plea to the 
Home Office that deportations 
of husbands already here should 
stop until decisions are made on 
their wives’ applications for 
Briıish citizenship.

That 
might be used in three ways: a) for 
urban improvement, such as hous- 
ing; b) for education and training: e) 
for agricultural development in 
black rural areas. 
„ This final objective — agricultural 
improvement - might eventually be 
of value for all black Africa. We are 
all conscious that unless there is 
substantial agricultural improve 
ment there will be many more 
famines like the appalling tragedy 
which now faces Ethiopia. 

H may be unrealistic to expect, 
business organizations to mount 2’ 
political challenge to the South. 
African Government, bul is it 
unreasonable to suggest that they set, 
up a major development ‘ fund 
(perhaps coordinated by the United 
Kingdom - South Africa Trade 
Association) in a country in which 
many British companies have 
gaincd so much and many blacks 
have gained so litle?

Sir. The award of the Nobel Peace 
Prize 10 Bishop Desmond Tutu and 
the demonstrations in the USA 
which lcd 1o President Reagan's 
denunciation of apartheid raise 
again the question: “What can we do 
to promote peaceful change in South 
Africa?” * 

Although there is broad agree- 
ment’ in’ this country 1hat apartheid 
is abhorrent 1here is much less 
agreement about the steps which 
shouid be taken against it. The most 
obvious means of exerting pressure 
iş through the extensive cconomic 
links between Britain and South 
Aftîca, and o years there has 
becn a istent campaign for 
economic sancliOons. 

Currently the call (both in the 
USA anû here) is for disinvestment, 
However. for that’ or any other 
forms of economic sanctions the 
first matter to be settled is the 
purpose for which they arc imposed. 
Are they to symbolise abhorrence 
for apartheid and to demonstrate a 
refusal 10 cooperaie with ils 
perpeirators: or are they to protect 
1he Government from anti-aparl- 
hecid criticism; or arc they to bring 
about political reform in South 
Africa? 

If they arc symbolic or to save the 
Government's skin perhaps they 
could be effective. but promoting 
political reform is much less certain. 
Previous experience of sancions 
suggesis 1ha1t they are a blunt 
inslrument which sometimes has 
limle political effect and sometimes 
has the reverse impact to thal 
desired. For instance, in this case 
ıhey might Icad to greater white 
intransigence and 1o adverse ccon- 
omic consequences for blacks inside 
South Africa and in the neighbour- 
ing states. 

Another major problem with 
sanctions is that those who are 
responsible for imposing and imple- 
menting them ~ the government and 
the business community — are less 
than enthusiastic. No British 
government (and certainly not Mrs 
Thatcher’s) has been willing to risk 
losing the economic advantages of 
the South Africa connection, sus- 
pecling that what Britain loses 
others will gain, and concerned 
about the political and economic 
implications at home. On their part 
the business and financial organis- 
ations are eager to extend, not 
curtail, economic activity and if 
sanclions were imposed they would 


1 

schools being forced, by. economic 
pressures, 1o give up this subject 
which was given so much backing in, 
the 1960s. . 

Russian specialists at all levels 
have sought to reverse this serious. 
decling, well aware that for the vast 
majority of secondary school chil 
dren in Britain Russian does not 
cven feature as one of their language 
options.

Queen reflects on 


peace and 


The following is the text of 
the Queens Christmas Day 
ncssage to the Commonwealth: 
“Last June, we celebrated the 
forliclh anniversary of D-Day. 
That occasion in Normandv 
was a memorable one for all of 
us who werc able to be there. 

"it was partly a day of 
sadness. as we paid our respects 
to those who died for us, but it 
was also a day full of comrade- 
ship and of hope. 

“For me. perhaps the most 
lasting impression was onc Of 
thankfulness that the forty 
intervcning ycars have been 
ones of comparative peace. 

. “The families of those who 
died in battle, and the veterans 
who fought beside them in their 
youth, can take comforl from 
the fact that the great nations of 
the world have contrived, 
somclimes precariously maybe, 
to live together without major 
conflict. 

“The grim lessons of 1wo 
world wars have not gone 
completely unheeded. 

“1 feel that in the world today 
there is too much concentration 


on the gloomy side of life, so has
